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District Court Audit Concluded; 
Administrator Schuette Resigns 


In an official press release dated 
September 13, 1993, the 34th District 
Court’s Acting Administrator/Director of 
Probation, GarolS. Bowman, announced 
the resignation of Court Administrator 
Nancy L. Schuette, stating, "The Court 
and Ms. Schuette have mutually agreed 
that it is in the best:interests of all con- 
cernedthat anew CourtAdministrator be 
appointed.” 

Schuette, along with Deputy Admin- 
istrator Tammy Riopelle, has been on 
paid leave since March pending the re- 
sults of a Court audit. 

According to Chief District Court 
Judge William Szlinis, the audit was ini- 
tiated after Judge Felix Rogalle, also of 
the 34th District Court, discovered pos- 
sible "improprieties in accounting proce- 
_ dures," and approached him (Szlinis) 
with the findings. Szlinis contacted the 
Supreme CourtAdministrative Office, and 
a Court audit was ordered. 

__ Conducted by the Organized Crime 
Unit of the Michigan State Police Con- 
spiracy Crimes Division under the direc- 
tion of Detective Sergeant Robert Pep- 
linski, the investigation continued for 
approximately seven months, and was 
only recently completed. Peplinski told 


The Romulus Newsthat he is not permit- 
ted to discuss the results of the audit, 
which have been turned over to Assis- 
tant Attorney General Robert lanni. lanni 
also declined to comment on the inves- 
tigation’s results, saying that he would 
not make a statement until he has thor- 
oughly reviewed all materials and de- 
cided whether or not there is reason for 
charges to be leveled. 

Judge Szlinis — who reported that 
Schuette tendered her resignation after 
she and her attorney met with Court 
officials recently — said that the Court is 
ready to begin its search for a new ad- 
ministrator, and has drawn up a new Set 
of specifications for the purpose. 

"We're ready to move oninapositive 
direction," Szlinis stated. "We want to 
continue providing the Community with 
the same high-integrity judicial govern- 
ment to which it has been accustomed | in 


the past." 


Schuette's resignation comes after 


45 years of employment with the 34th 


District Court, including approximately 
five years as its administrator. 

To date, there has been no change in 
Deputy Administrator Riopelle's "paid 
leave” status. O 


Pennington, Council Appeal to 
MDOT for Help with AR Woes 


Dismayed by the railroads’ lack of 
response to repeated City pleas for 
measures which would mitigate the 
excessive train-whistle noise endured 
by Romulus residents, City Council- 
man Ellis Pennington asked the Coun- 
cil—at its Monday, September 6, 1993 


meeting —to seek assistance fromthe 


Michigan Department of Transporta- 
tion (MDOT). The Council concurred 
with his recommendation, and re- 
solved to send a letter to MDOT re- 
questing the Department's help. 
Said Pennington, "The Council 
understands that trains are required, 
by law, to use their whistles to warn 
people that they are approaching a 
railroad crossing, but there is no need 
for the whistles to be so annoyingly 
loud during the hours when most 
people are sleeping. 
"Unfortunately," he continued, "in 
spite of their past promises, the rail- 
roads have refused.to cooperate with 
us on this noise problem. There are 
six gate-crossings located in a highly 
populated area less than one mile in 
radius, and when the night trains use 
their whistles to blast excessive warn- 





ing signals, a large number of resi- 
dents — especially the senior citizens 
who live in the Downtown high-rise — 
suffer.” 

According to Pennington, the 
Council will suggest to MDOT that, at 
the six crossings mentioned, the train- 
whistle warning system be replaced 
by the use of crossing gates with 
extended gate arms that vehicles can- 
not drive around. These gate arms 
could be illuminated with strobe light- 
ing that would be readily visible at 
reasonable distances. O

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Michigan's Autumn Colors 
Should Be Spectacular 


lf the good weather holds, this fall 
color season should be spectacular, ac- 
cording to AAA Michigan. 

"We're looking at a traditional fall 
color season, with trees already chang- 
ing color in the western end of the Upper 
Peninsula,” said AAA Michigan Member 
Services director Peter Erickson. "If we 
experience bright, sunny days and cool 
nights, the intensity of color should be 
phenomenal.” 

Professor Melvin Koelling of Michi- 
gan State University concurs. Wet 
weather earlier in the summer encour- 
aged healthy growth in the trees, which 
means that leaves will be bigger and 
brighter whenthey turnto autumn shades, 
he said. 

Visitors to Michigan's fall color fresco 
will find acanvas of 65 species of trees in 
18 million acres of forest. The show will 
peak in mid-to-late September in the 
Upper Peninsula and northern tip of the 
Lower Peninsula. For the rest of the 
Lower Peninsula, late September will 
find colors at their best in the remaining 
third of its northern portion; early-to-mid 
October will be the peak for mid Michi- 
gan; and the southern end of the State 


will peak in mid-to-late October. 

Fall color is more dependable near 
bodies of water because the humidity is 
higher and growing conditions are more 
dependable, said Koelling. Peak time for 
viewing can run up to a week later near 
lakes than in forested areas. 

It is possible to predict your favorite 
trees' shades of color in advance. Tree 
species and otherdeciduous plants which 
generally produce redleaves include red 
maple, sumac, and burning bush. Trees 
with a yellow tinge are aspen, basswood, 
and white ash. The color orange is typi- 
cal in sumac, sugar maple, and dog- 
wood. Reddish brown or brown is found 
in some oaks and beech. 

This year, the Automobile Club of 
Michigan has mapped eightdriving routes 
that focus on fall color in State parks and 
forests; below are the two routes closest 
to Romulus residents. The eight routes 
range in length from 67 to 139 miles, and 
take from one hour, 45 minutes, to three 
hours to complete (without stops). 

Free copies of all eight of the routes 
are available to the public at all AAA 
Michigan full-service branches through- 
out the State. 0 
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An October trip through four Huron-Clinton Metroparks in Detroit's 
southern suburbs will reward visitors with an abundance of autumn color. 

Belleville's Lower Huron Metropark has numerous deciduous trees and 
forested areas. A picnic table along the banks of the river makes a serene 
lunch stop. Willow Metropark in New Boston has plenty of activities for 
youngsters including a large activity area with a miniature, life-like town. 
A standout feature of Oakwoods Metropark in Flat Rock is its nature study 
area. Three colorful walking trails highlight themes of Indians and the land, 
forest ecology and the changing landscape. Visitors can view spectacular 
color along the Huron River from the park's 34-foot, 18-passenger canoe. 
At Lake Erie Metropark in Rockwood, the Huron River feeds into majestic 
Lake Erie. A lazy afternoon can be spent sitting along the park's colorful 
shore and taking in the expansive lake, distant islands and passing 
freighters.

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Romulus Profile: Gwen Sibert

In 1981, 18-year Romulus resident 
Gwen Sibert began a 10-year stint of 
hosting her own television show, which 
was Called The Healthy Cook Show. The 
42-year-old Detroit native’s program, 
aired by Detroit television station WGPR— 
TV62, stressed healthy food preparation 
and demonstrated the importance of 
healthful nutrition in our lives. 

When, in a recent interview, Sibert 
was asked how The Healthy Cook Show 
came to fruition, she replied, "About 14 
years ago, | was interviewedonaWGPR 
Morning Magazine segment dealing with 
the preparation of healthy food. As a 
result of that interview, the station re- 
ceived several calls from people wanting 
to know more about good nutrition. From 
all that, the station soon asked me to host 
my own show." 

Besides cooking, said Sibert, the 
weekly half-hour program included inter- 
views with health experts and presenta- 
tions of relevant human-interest stories. 

In order to further hone her cooking 
talents, Sibert attended nutritional classes 
at the Detroit Center for Natural Healing 
in 1982. Prior to that, she had been ina 
liberal arts program at both the Univer- 
sity of Detroit and Marygrove College. 

In 1989, Sibert was going through a 
divorce — but, as she said, "Because of 
my strong belief in God, | Knew that my 
needs, and my children's needs, would 
be taken care of." 

And, indeed, they were, as it was 
during that particular time that Florine 
Mark — now president and CEO of The 
WW Group, Inc., the largest franchise of 
Weight Watchers International — was a 
guest on The Healthy Cook Show. Sub- 
sequent to taping the program, Mark 
offered Sibert a position with Weight 
Watchers as an account representative 
— a post that she holds to this day. 

After stating that, currently, she works 
in Weight Watchers' "At Work" program, 
Sibert noted, "Currently, I'm Weight 
Watchers! busiest account representa- 
tive in the Country. My job consists of 
marketing and negotiation with prospec- 
tive business clients and, ultimately, 
scheduling weekly meetings at the work 
place." 

Sibert schedules a highly impres- 
sive average of more than 70 meetings 
per-week. A list of her clients, she said, 
would include the "Big Three" automak- 
ers, Blue Cross Blue Shield, and a num- 
ber of Area hospitals and other local 
business concerns. 

Sibert is also the WW Group's coor- 
dinator of special events. As such, she 
raises funds for organizations like Meals 
on Wheels, the Coalition on Temporary 
Shelter, the March of Dimes Walk-a- 
thon, the Battle of Badges, and — most 
significant to Sibert — the Post Polio 
Coalition. a 
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high consequence to Sibert because, in 


_ 1952, at 18 months of age, she fell victim 


to the dreaded disease —one year before 
the advent of the polio vaccine. 

Said Sibert, "Atfirst, the doctors gave 
my mother a lot of negative information 
about me. They said that I'd never walk 
again, never dance or play, and eventold 
her that | might become retarded. But 
through it all, my mother always saw me 
as being a 'normal' child, even when | 
was in an iron lung.” 

At age 12, Sibert fulfilled her and her 
mother's dream when, for the first time, 
she was able to wear anew pair of shoes 
— "black patent-leather shoes!" she 
beamed, with justifiable pride. 

"My mother had said all along that, 
someday, | would wear 'normal' shoes,” 
Sibert continued. "Itwas when | first wore 
those new shoes that | truly felt like a 
‘normal’ kid. It's because of my mother's 
belief in me that | am what | am today. 

"Also," she added, "having had polio 
as a child is what initially sparked my 
interest in the direction of healthy food." 

Sibert then took the opportunity to 
encourage parents of a disease-stricken 
child, saying that, no matter what the 
prognosis, "Just keep pushing. . . . Just 
keep pushing.” 

Not one to shy away from social 
issues and causes, Sibert is presently 
affiliated with Focus: HOPE, the Post 
Polio Coalition, the Children's Make a 
Wish Foundation, and the Coalition on 
Temporary Shelter, and is the president, 
founder, and executive director of Wee 
Care About Others, Inc. 

"Wee Care About Others," explained 
Sibert, "was actually inspired by my chil- 
dren, who were 11. and nine years old in 
1985. At that time — after seeing, on 
television, the starving children in Ethio- 
pia — they asked me, 'How can we help, 
Mommy? Canwe share our rooms or our 
clothes?” 

The incident marked the point in 
time when Sibert formed Wee Care About 
Others as an organization for children 
who wish to help with various problems 
and/or causes. At present, the Group 
raises funds to distribute meals to senior 
citizens and the homeless. The Group 
also solicits Christmas gifts yearly and 
distributes these gifts to disadvantaged 
Romulus families. 

"| feel that this is an excellent way to 


‘teach our youth that they, themselves, 


can derive great satisfaction in giving to 
others," stated Sibert. "I've tried to instill 
those types of values in my children 
since they were little." 

In November 1988, Sibert partici- 
pated in a National event that may best 
illustrate her devotion to worthwhile 
causes. 

She explained: "There was a week- 
long demonstration in Washington to fur- 
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| fasted and slept in a shelter for the 
homeless, which included a lot of Viet- 
nam vets.” 

Sibert went on to note that several 
National celebrities — Cher, Casey 
Kasem, and Dr. Benjamin Spock, among 
others — were on hand to lend their 
support to the cause. 

"In tune” to the power of the printed 
word, Sibert has had more than 20 ar- 
ticles concerning social issues and 
healthy eating published in newspapers 
and magazines like Detroit's Free Press 
and News, Baton Rouge, Louisiana's 
Morning Advocate, and — perhaps the 
Country's most prestigious newspaper — 
The New York Times. 

Recently, Sibert filed to have her 
name included among those candidates 
seeking a seat on the Romulus City 
Council this November. Since each of 
the current Council members, when pro- 
filed by The Romulus News, was given 
an opportunity to list three Council 
achievements of which he/she was the 
most proud, Sibert — as a Council candi- 
date — was asked to list three goals that 
she wauld Pursue ifrelected ARB BES, 


err Wye" 
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"My first goal," said Sibert, "would be 
to do more for our young people. For 


instance, I'd work toward having our 
young people elect one of their peers as 
a nonvoting member of the Council — 
something that other communities have 
already done. | feel that it would not only 
give youngsters valuable information on 
the workings of City government, but it 
would also be a way in which the youth of 
Romulus could give feedback to us adults 
regarding how they feel about different 
things. 

"Also," she added, "! would like to 
see a cable TV program put on by our 
children. It would not only have shows for 
the kids, but would also include some 
parenting programs.” 

Acting as a "bridge" between the 
Romulus Community Schools and the 
City government was listed as Sibert's 
second objective if she is elected to 
Council in November. 

"The Schools and the City,” she 
stated, "have been apart too long. | feel 
that it will take everyone‘s cooperation to 
orient our young people in a positive 
direction."
